Aug. 2.-—-The Herald this 
morning published the following corre- 
spondence from Santa Ana, Cuba, unde 
date of Aug. 18: 

In speaking of the attitude of the Tinited 
States towards Cuba and the possibility of 
President Cleveland recognizing the bellig- 
erency of the insurgents, Gen. Gomez said: 

“T have forbidden the discussion of the 
subject in my camp. For weeks men fairly 
held their breaths, waiting word from 
Washington. It was a waste of time. Long 
ago I realized that we must fight this war 
alone and unaided. We can win our in- 


dependence while the Executive of the 
United States i SeneSerns the question 

f our ssible belligerency. 
nel Save no doubt of the sympathy of the 
American people as a whole. In fact, 
have the best evidence of their good will. 
Many Americans are fighting in my ranks, 
and good, true men they are. The chief 
of our artillery is an American from Bos- 
ton, and no braver man lives.” 

“How long do you think the war will con- 
tinue?’’ 

“I prefer not to appear in the guise of a 
prophet. i leave that to Gen. Weyler,

“You aie confident of success in 
end?” ; 

“As certain of it as I am that Cuba is 
an isiand, but I must fight the battle in 
my own way. I know that we are called 
guerrillas; that some people marvel be-

Ammuni- 
tion is scarce, and I think I know how to 
use it to advantage. 

“Cuba is ours now. It is true the Span- 
fards hold most of the seaport cities and 
geome of thy interior towns, but In the latter 
they are getting very tired.

Mr. Davis had gane down town, 
where he is employed in one of the large 
buildings as an engineer. 

When she came out of the bath room and 
turned the corner into the hall she ran in 
a big man before she saw him. 

He pushed her back with his hand and 
said: 

“Now, young lady get me that 
book and be in a hurry, too.” 

She was too startled to reply. 
leaned against the wall. 

‘He grabbed her by the wrists, turned her 
about so that she was in front of him, 
marched her to the forward part of ihe 
house. 

She begap to cry, but he threw his hand- 
kerchief @ver her mouth and checked the 
outburat.

The fifth and last shot in the revolver 
was fired out the empty doorway, for the 
robber had turned the corner and was 
making tracks down Vandeventer avenue 
in the direction of Sportsman's Park. 

Mrs. Davis is certain that the front door 
was locked after her husband left, as she 
remembered turning the key and hanging 
it on a nail beside the door 

The flat in which Mrs. Davis lives is the 
only one occupied in that building, which 
is of recent construction. The nearest 
neighbor is over half a block away. 

No one could be found by the police who 
had heard the shots, but in the hallway 
down which Mrs. Davis fired is seen the 
marks of her nervous aim. A bullet

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Mr. Breckenridge Jones of the Mississippi

“The plan for reorganization,” said Mr.

The Annual Report Indicates a Pros- 
perous Condition. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 24.—The 
report of the Chesapeake & Ohio for the 
year ending June 30, 1896, which has been

COMMISSIONER STONE SAYS HE Is 
IN NO GARBAGE JOB. 


HIS SIDE OF THE STORY. 


The Laws of the Land Are Being Ig- 
nored to Suit Ed Butler—The War 
Department May Take a Hand.

hind the fiduge of Delegates’ bill to make a 
big, fat contradt with millionaire desiccator 
Ed Butler or; somebody else, for the re* 
moval of commercial garbage, Harbor and 
Wharf Commijssioner Stone says he knows 


nothing about \it. 

The Commissioner is no little stirred up by 
the revelations and insinuations made by 
Comptroller Sturgeon in regard to the 
dumping of garbage in the river, as pub- 
lisbed in Sunday's Post-Dispatch, and says 
that the Comptroller should have informed 
himself on the whole subject while engaged 
in making his remarkable discovery. 

“Comptroller Sturgeon knew, and if he 
didn’t. he ought to have known, that six 
years ago the city stopped the dumping of 
garbage in the river by its contract with 
tad Butler's sanitary works,” said Commo- 
dore Stone. “Never since then has the Har- 
bor Commissioner allowed garbage to be 
dumped into the river except on special 
permits In cases of emergency. 

“Tt is neither the policy of the city or the 
War Office that such garbage shall be 
dumped in the river. So far as the Govern- 
ment permit is concerned it really amounts 
in my opinion to no permit at all, as it is 
revocable at the pleasure of the War Office. 
That of itself makes it plain that the city 
has got to settle the question on a basis that 
our produce merchants will know what to 
rely upon, for the Government may order 
any day that all dumping be prohibited.” 

“Has any official of the United States ever 
made any complaint to you about dumping 
garbage in the river, or said that it had 
io sgop, up to the time you opened the cor- 
respondence with the War Office?’”’

“Why did you write to the Secretary 
of War on the subject?’ 

“One day, early last spring, at a meeting 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 
Water Commissioner Holman told me that 
he had come across an act of Congress that 
was of interest to my department and I 
looked it up. I then’ wrote to the Secretary 
of War in regard to it and*the correspond- 
ence followed as outlined in Sunday’s Post- 
Dispatch. 

“! advised with City Counselor Marshall 
about the matter and he went with me to 
see Mai. Handbury of the United’ States 
Engineer Corps. It was after the flurry 
with Ed Butler over the removal of chicken 
feathers, that he discovered he did not 
have to take commercial or any other kind 
of garbage that was not hauled. by the 
city, and came in my office early in May 
and told me that he was going to so inform 
the Board of Health. He afterwards got a 
written opinion to that effect from the City 
(‘ounselor, and that upset the produce mer- 
chants who had been hauling their refuse 
to him. Knowing of the existence of the 
(‘ongressional act of 1894, f did not propose 
to lay myself amenable to the Federal au- 
thorities. 

“The produce men are dumping their 
garbage in the river now and will continue 
to do so until the War Office orders them 
to stop. TI insist, however, that garbage 
should not be dumped in the river, and I 
do so from a sanitary standpoint.”

WILL BE A FUSION TICKET. 


Uncle Filley’s Supporters Are in Con- 
trol at Clayton and Garrett’s 
Friends Are Indignant. 


a 


The Republican County Convention met 
at Clayton at 1l a. m., with the county ring 
faction in full control. 

The primary of Saturday was the hottest 
in the history of county politics and re- 
sulted in a crushing defeat for the faction 
headed by Sheriff Charles C. Garrett. The 
ring, which is led by Maj. George Auten- 
reith has been in control of the county for 
years and Saturday's clash was not the 
first between the factions. Autenreith is 
Uncle Filley’s manager in the county, while 
Garrett looks after the Kerens end of the 
machine, so tke victory of Saturday is in 
reality a triumph for Filley, who mani- 
fests a keen interest in county politics. 


The factional fight which has been wag- 
ing so long, has created havoc with the 
spirit of harmony, and knives are out in all 
parts of the county for the ring ticket. 

The issue at the primaries was for the 
nomination for the shrievalty. Judge Peter 
Kerth of the County Court was the choice 
of the Autenreith crowd, while Garrett had 
Edmond Hencken, his chief deputy, as his 
representative. All the influence of the 
County Court was arrayed against 
Hencken, ~ 

County contractors, it ig claimed, were 
threatened if they did not vote their men 
for the choice of the Clayton ring. Kerth, 
it is claimed, has openly boasted that the 
County Court’s special mission was to 
serve the interests of the party and not the 
general welfare of the county. 

There is considerable feeling on the part of 
the defeated faction and there is a move- 
ment, with a heaithy backing, to join with 
the Democrats and Populists and nominate 
a Citizens’ ticket, which, in the opinion of 
many, (an muster enough strength to crush 
the ring that has been running the county 
for twenty years. There has not been a 
Democratic county officer elected in 
county in fifteen years, but the dissatis- 
fact.on this year may have that result if 
there is a fusion. 


Chairman Autenreith of the County Com- 
mittee called the convention to order at 11 
o'clock and caused some feeble applause 
with a speech in which he said Lewis would 
be the next Governor of Missouri. He said 
he wanted to see a ticket nominated that 
would merit the support of the entire party. 
This drive at the Garrett faction elecited ap- 
plause from the ring contingent. 

It was noticeable that Garrett, Hencken 
and the other opposition leaders were not 
in the hall. They were over in the Court- 
house having a consultation. . 

The committee reported E. H. Lycett of 
Kirkwood for temporary chairman and J. 
J. Braun of Creve Coeur for temporary 
secretary. Chairman Lycett spoke and pre- 
dicted a Republican tidal wave that would 
include Missour! and make Lewis Govern- 
or, but the crowd did not seem to be- 
lieve it, as there was not even a Httle bit of 
applause. 

R. A. Hudlin of Clayton wanted the con- 
vention to hurry up and get through with 
Autenre.th’s ring ticket, and moved that 
the Committee on Credentials, Resolutions 
and Permanent Organization be appointed 
without delay. The motion prevailed and 
the townships were called. he following 
committees were chosen:

During the recess Garrett, Hencken and 
the other anti-ring leaders held a consulta- 
tion in the Sheriff's office. 

Despite the extravagant claims of the 
Autenrieth crowd, Hencken showed a list 
of forty delegates who, he said, would sup- 
pert him. The Autenrieth people would 
not at the outset concede him ten votes out 
of the ninety-ejight. It developed early in

| SHERIFF HAS A SHARP STICK. 


Deputies to Start Out Next Thursday 
and Seize Everything They Can 
Get Their Hands On. 


If citizens would pay their personal taxes 
promptly they would. save the Sheriff's 
office trouble, themselves much money and 


many hardships. 

Because they do not Sheriff Troll annually 
finds it necessary to levy on the property of 
delinquent tax-payers. 

The levying this year will begin in a few 
days. La&s’t Saturday notices were mailed 
to delinquents that unless they appeared 
and paid up by next Thursday their proper- 
ty would be seized. 

The notices also called atteytion to the 
fact that the law exemipts nothing from 
taxation or from seizure on default. Every- 
thing a man has save the clothing 6n his 
back and the money in his pocket, . sub- 
' ject to levy. ; 

Should a man be in bed when the Deputy 
Sheriff calls and his clothes on a chair, the 
Sheriff would take the clothes, with what- 
ever money there was about them, 

Last year delinquent tax-payers were nu- 
merous. Many levies were.jmade, and still 
all the taxes were not collected, because in 
many cases the property would not yield 
enough to pay the costs, and in others the 
delinquents could not be found. 

The same obstacles are present this year, 
but the work will be made as complete as 
possible. 

The delinqu@t taxes this year amount 
to between $7,000 and $8,000, divided into 
amounts ranging from $10 to $150. 

The list ot delinquents includes several 

rominent ministers, doctors and lawyers, 

ut is mostly made up of merchants and 
small tradesmen. 

The list is a lengthy one. Sheriff Troll 
announces that the names of all delinquent 
naa will be given to the public next 

hursday. 

The persons who are delinquent will have 
to pay not only the amount of taxes on 
which they are delinquent, but also the 
costs of the back tax suit and the Sheriff's 
fees. In many cases these costs double the 

amount of the tax pill. The costs in each 
case are from $14 to $17 and the longer the 
delay the greater the cost. 

The Sheriff's returns on the Judgments 

secured for back taxes must all be mdde 
not later than the October term of the 
Sircuit Court, 
“Taany of them should have been made at 
the June term. Sheriff Troll, however, al- 
lowed the delinquents more time, hoping 
that the necessity of levying upon their 
property would be obviated. 

The collection of back taxes is under the 
direction of Deputy Sheriff Greenwald. 
He stated Monday that the work would be 
done as thoroughly as possibie.

Mr. Eggers is a shrewd young lawyer.

‘That acticn is perfectly proper,” «said

Subway Legislation to Be Deferred Un- 
til After Oct. 13. 


There will be no legislation on the sub- 
way bills until the House meets after its 


October adjournment. 

Chairman Bersch said Monday 
committee had not had enough 
either the Sutter or Keyes Dill. 

Delegate Pauley is one member who has 
given both bills close scrutiny, and does 
not hesitate to say that he shall oppose 
the Sutter bill, and is not prepared yet to 
say that the Keyes bill does not give to 
the city all the powers it has a right to 
over such an important subject.

“One thing is certain, St. Louis ought to 
have the wires put under ground, and I 
know if the Municipal Assembly responds 
to the popular demand it will be done event- 
ually. That franchise is the most valuable 
one that the city can grant, and it should 
not donate it to-any syndicate or permit a 
monopoly to control it. 

“I am not in favor of the Sitter bill be- 
cause it is all gain for the syndicate, a clear 
monopoly controlling every street and alley 
in the city, and once in possession of this 
valuable domain, will be far more immov- 
able and uncontrollable than all of the com- 
bined wire companies overhead. 

“IT am in favor of speedy legislation on 
this point. but it should be on intelligent 
lines, and while the city has the advantage, 
use it judiciously for its own benefit. and 
protection.”’

Neither Republican Faction in the 
Twelfth District Will Yield.

J. Selwin Tait, in a recent issue of an 
Eastern magazine, has a vigorous article 
against fraudulent American railwav 
management. Mr. Tait says that, owing 
to such fraudulent management, Amer- 
ican railway securities now rank with 
those of Spain, Portugal, Greece and Tur- 
key. Commenting upon this fact the 
Manchester Guardian, one of the ablest 
and most conservative of the English 
papers, says: 

The principal source of the distrust in 
railways is the manipulation of accounts. 
The books, as far as the working of the 
business is concerned, are as well kept as in 
any country, but the manipulations of the 
various acounts by the presidents or other 
officials to suft their own views or interests 
is so well proved and is such a monstrous 
offense against public morals both in Itself 
and in its ruinous results, that the only 
wonder is that it has been endured for a 
moment, 

We imagine that the deluded, fleeced 
and in many cases pauperized investors 
in Reading, Northern Pacific, Atchison, 
Union Pacific, Baltimore & Ohio, the 
Cordage Trust and scores of other ma- 
nipulated concerns will conclude that no 
worse fate would befall them under a 
bimetallic coinage. We are quite sure 
they are not looking for relief through 
the election of McKinley, supported as he 
is by the men who robbed them, in the 
full assurance that a Republican victory 
means the repeal of the anti-pooling 
clause in the Interstate Commerce law: 
more freight extortions; more mortgages: 
more bonds; more watered stock, and 
more money for the men on the ground 
floor.

WALL STREET CREDIT BROKERS 
AND INFLATIONISTS. 


Perhaps the un-American provincialism 
and crass ignorance of Wall, Street was 
never more fully displayed than at the 
recent meeting of bond speculators, cred- 
it brokers, inflationists, stock waterers, 
gold cornerers and Treasury raiders, or- 
ganized in McKinley’s interest by the 
Standard Oil Co. and presided over by 
Money Lender Belmont, the American 
agent of the Rothschilds. 

In support of the policy of contracting 
the currency to a basis of cornered gold 
and of issuing bonds at the expense of the 
people and for the profit of the Roths- 
child syndicate in order to support the 
corner, it was there asserted that only 
a small supply of money is actualiy need- 
ed in business, and that the ‘‘modern 
system of credits” is taking the place of 
cash. 

This !s a full admission of all that the 
Post-Dispatch has asserted as the inten- 
tion of these speculators and inflation- 
ists. They wish to contract the supply 
of cash in order that they may push to 
the utmost extreme their already wild 
and riotous schemes of credit inflation. 

The Standard Oil Co. and the other 
trusts now supporting McKinley think 
that one dollar in cash or im property 
is a sufficient pretext for issuing from 
ten to fifty of their inflated paper. They 
have done this in stocks until the coun- 
try is kept constantly on the ragged 
edge of panic. Now they propose to ap- 
ply the same principle to the currency 
by forcing silver down and out and then 
by issuing their inflated paper, three to 
one or five to one against every dollar in 
gold they can corner. ; 

They are determined to make the United 
States Government an active as it is now 
a silent partner in the most ruinous 
scheme of inflation, the most dangerous 
system of credit brokerage of modern 
times. 


forced on the country by 
waterers and Treasury pirates, who are 
backed by foreign money lords, bent 
either on controlling the money supply 
of the United States or on ruining the 
people. 

As a result of this conspiracy there is 
not now enough money in circulation in 
New York City itself to do the city’s 
business. It is held out of circulation in 
order to force higher the profits of credit 
brokerage. In order to take advantage 
of the system as it prevails in New 
York a man must have a bank balance of 
from $5,000 to $50,000 held permanently 
at his own risk or he is not allowed to 
do business “‘without money.” The sav- 
ings banks, which alone will take the 
business of the people, will not handle 
checks at all. Thus all the small retail 
dealers of the city are constantly cramped 
for money to do business with. So vicious 
4s the system, so badly does it restrict 
business, that in villages which sur- 
round New York City cash is almost out 
of circulation. The man with a $5 Dill 
finds the utmost difficulty in making a 
small purchase from retail dealers. In 
most of the smaller villages there is no 
bank and if a man had the credit of the 
Goulds, he could hardly get a check for 
$20 cashed. Business stagnates for lack 
of sufficient cash to carry it on, though 
not twenty miles away ¢here are hun- 


dreds of millions in gold and notes hoard- 
@d in bank vaults and held out of circu- 
lation in order to force profits on money 
brokerage and dealing in credits. 

If this system is perpetuated, if these 

wild-cat inflationists and stock waterers, 
if these bond gamblers and Treasury rob- 
bers, these agents of foreign plutocrats, 
these ignorant and insolent parasites on 
the honest business men and producers 
of America, are allowed to have their 
way, they will overthrow the Government 
and bring political as well as financial 
ruin. They are revolutionists as well 
as gamblers and extortionists. They 
despise the American people and 
hate the American Gonstitution. Of 
American public sentiment, they are 
blindly and insolently ignorant. They 
learn nothing because they gre deter- 
mined not to léarn. When an attempt is 
made to argue with them, they—these 
agents of foreign money—these stock 
waterers, these men who never earn an 
honest dollar, who live by preying on 
commerce and robbing both the producer 
and the consumer—these anarchists and 
communists of inflation, invite Ameri- 
cans—the people of the stock which 
fought the revolution, the war of 1812, 
the Mexican war, the war of 1861, to “‘raise 
the Red Flag so that they can be shot 
down!”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: ‘ ; 
“The American people now Owe @ Jarge 
sum to European creditors.’’—Bryan'’s New | 

York speech. 

It bam been charged by gold Democrats 
and Republican speakers and now it is ad- 
mitted by Mr. Bryan that this country 
been an extensive borrower from other 
nations. 

Color is given to this by statement of the 
enormous sums invested in railways and 
other Soswrstes vf this country, and in busi- 
ness enterprises.. 

I assume that large sums have been 80 
invested, but if yellow gold or even white 
silver has been sent us for this purpose, 
a record should appear somewhere, for 
money (that is gold) cannot come into this 
country, as I understand it, except it be 
registered through the Custom-house, 

lf the large sums which are said to have 
been invested in gold were paid for drafts 
drawn against banks in Europe, or out of 
this country, the money should have been 
gent here to pay the debit balances thus 
created, or goods should have been shipped 
here to meet the volume of such drafts. 

It does not appear from the records of the 
Treasury that any sums of money have 
been sent to this country for twenty-two 
years in excess of the money actually sent 
out of this country. 

I call your attention to the Treasu 
statements that between the years of 
and 1895 the domestic exports of this 
country exceeded the imports of merchan- 
dise by $2,066,520,841, the exports of gold coin 
and bullion in the same time exceed 
imports $111,117,061 and the exports of silver 
coin and bullion exceeded the imports for 
the same period $269,748,969, making a grand 


total excess of exports over imports in 
twenty-two years of $2,447,386,871.

1. The nomination of a Christian Governor 
of Crete, who shall serve for a term of five 
years, under a guarantee from the Powers. 

2. Economic autonomy with the payment 
of a tribute to the Sultan. 

3. The reorganization of the general army 
by Russian officers. 

4. The independence of the judiciary by 
the creation of a high court at Canea. 

It is announced that the Sultan has re- 
ected the fourth proposition, but that he 

as agreed to adopt the first three proposi- 
tions of the Powers.

LONDON, Aug. 24.—The health of John 
Daly, who was released from Portland pris- 
on last Friday, where he was incarcerated 
for life in 1883, having been sentenced to 
pénal servitude for complicity in an alleged 
plot to blow up the House of Commons, is 
said to be improving.

N. LACHAPPELLE BURNED BY A 
GASOLINE EXPLOSION.

HIS COFFEE-HOUSE DESTROYED 


He Was Fastened in a Flame-Filled 
Room by the Explosion and Nar- 
rowly Escaped Death. 


Napoleon Lachappele, who runs a French 
coffee house at 2 North Jefferson avenue, 
has taken a solemn oath never to use an- 
other gasol'ne stove, He came pretty near 
never having a chance to do so by reason 
of the explosion of the one in his kitchen 
Monday morning. 

Lachappelle is an elderly man, perhaps 60 
years of age. He runs his little place all by 


himself. 

His cafe is in front. Back of this is the 
kitchen, with a little room partitioned off 
with thin boards running half-way to the 
ceiling. In here the proprietor sleeps. 

Monday morning about 9:30 o’clock, La- 
chappelie went to his kitchen stove to 
light it. It blazed up, as gasoline stoves 
so often do, and the old man stood still, 
waiting for it to die down. 

All of a sudden the flames ran down to 
the tank containing the gasoline. Thére 
was a blinding flash. The old man Was 
blown backwards and the whole room be- 
came fil'ed with flames. 

The plastering back of the stove was 
knocked off the wall, and the wooden parti- 
tion about the sleeping quarters fell in 
@ heap, blocking passage to the restaurant. 

Lac pelle was blinded. His hair and 
beard were ablaze. 

He tried to escape into the restaurant, but 
found he could not. 

Then he ran to the back door. 
closed. 

With eager fingers he seized the latch. He 
pulled at it, but it would not open. 

The force of the explosion had jammed it 
tight into the casings. 

he old man thought he was gone. The 
flames were so hot about him that he could 
not breathe. With a final effort of his re- 
* maining strength he gave a pull at the door. 

It vielded and, throwing it back, he stag- 
gered into the free air outside. 

Once outside he quickly extinguished his 
burning clothing and hair and ran into the 
alley. 

Here he found a small boy and sent him 

te haste to No. 10's engine house at Jef- 
erson avenue and Walnut street, 

Then he ran around to the front door and 
entered the burning bullding. He could 
hear his dog yelping in fear and pain in 
the back room. 

Mindless of the danger the old mang took 
desperate chances and rushed in over the 
burning debris of the partition, pushing the 
boards aside. 

He found the poor animal under the bed 
and gathering it up in his arms, he ran out

again in safety. " 


The firemen were soon on the scene and 
extinguished the flames. 
The damage amounted to about $500.

THE MARKETS. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 24. 

Just one year ago the wheat visible decreased 
1,800,000 bu. but that was the last decrease for 
many months. During September, 1895, the visibie 
increased §,800,000 bu and by the first of January 
the amount was 70.000,00 bu, having just about 
doubled in four months. It is hardly within the 
possibilities that any such increage will be seen 
this season. In fact, the increases, When they be in, 
will hardly be compared with those of 1895 or 1 4. 
The turn in the visible that ror on July 13 and by 
the following January 31 it had also increased 
85.000,000, 

Col. Rogers of the Minneapolis Market Record, 
the best authority on the Northwest crops, esti- 
mates the wheat yield of Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas at 120,000,000 bu. This is in part based upon 
threshing returns, but as no threshing reports from 
the North, where the crop is supposed to be poorer 
than elsewhere, Col. Rogers may later reduce his 
120,000,000 bu. The amount is fully 80,000,000 bu 
less than the yield of these three States in 1896. 
The ‘Minneapolis Journal estimates the yield this 
year at 108,000,000 bu. 

The barley crop of Russia is said to be fair, but 
not large, but the Hungarian crop is so seriously 
discolored as to be unfit for export. 

Berlin cables—Wheat crop reported damaged by 
rains. Market advancing. 

The rye crop of Holland is reported as secured in 
good condition. 

Liverpool's wheat stock increased 132,000 bu last 
week and is now 2.627.000 bu. Corn decreased 70,- 
000 bu and is 210,000 bu. ° 

A press cable says there is a medium crop of 
wheat and rye in Germany, and both crops fine in 
Austria-Hungary, but a general failure of cereals in 
Russia. In the Kheron districts of Southern Rus- 
sia the crops are a total failure and a famine 
feared. 

Private cable states advance abroad owing to 
light stocks and offerings of Russians light, 
owing to prospective poor quantity of the crop. 
Considerable supply of old wheat and will be 
offering at ary material advance. 

New York reported getting orders by cable 
from London and Liverpool, but limited in price 
1€@2c over .the market. 
has hardiy been a day for some time past that 
has hardly been aday for some time past that 
they have not sold wheat to the other side. 

That large English wheat appears to be still 
bearishly impressing their country markets. Last 
week there was a decline of 1%c per bu in their 
average price, which was equivalent to 67c per bu.

STRUCK A SNAG 


‘AN ANCHOR LINE BOAT SINES 
NEAR MEMPHIS.

HAD A BIG PASSENGER LIST. 


No Lives Were Lost, but the Boat May 
Break In Two Before She 
Is Raised. 


The Anchor Line steamboat, City of 
Hickman, struck a snag twelve miles north 
of Memphis Sunday afternoon, and sank 
in nine feet of water on an adjacent bar. 

All the passengers and the crew and part 
of the cargo were saved. There is grave 
danger, however, that the boat will break 
up owing to her position on the bar. 

The Hickman left St. Louis last Wedne#® 
Gay, Capt. Robert W. McCoy in command. 
There were forty-five passengers aboard, 
bound for Lower Mississippi points, A 
heavy cargo of freight was also on. 

Everything. went nicely until the time of 
the accident. The boat had reached the 
long low stretch of ground in the middle 
of the river, which is known as Island No. 

) 


The channel is very treacherous here, and 
reat care was being exercised by the cap- 
ain. Men were on the forward deck 
ecounding. The line showed 
more than ample for the boat's needs. 
The worst was thought to be over. The 
line still continued to show from twelve 
to fourteen feet, when suddenly the boat 
stopped with a crash. 
There was a ripping sound in the hold 
and the vessel shivered from stem to stern. 
he officers realized instantly that they 
had struck a snag, and in deep water, too. 
The engineer instantly reversed his en- 
ines and swung the boat around. Then

for a near-by sand bar. 

Meantime there was almost a panic on 
foot among the passengers. There were a 
Humber of women and children on board,and 
athe officers had considerable trouble in con- 
trolling them. Fortunately it was daytime, 
#0 the natural fear of darkness did not add 
to the alarm. 

he boat was run onto the bar head on, 
and in a few minutes began to settle. The 
depth at that point is only about nine feet 
60 that all danger was eliminated. 

Investigation showed that a jagged slit, 
fourteen feet long, had been torn in the bot- 
tom of the boat. lt was this that caused 
the ripping sound. 

The boat remained perfectly upright, al- 
though grounded. She rested on a hump 
midway between the bow and the stern. 
Herein lies the danger, as the sand is likely 
10 wash from under eitherend. This is lia- 
Die to break the boat's back. 

The Hickman rested easily enough on the 
bar for perhaps an hour, when the steam- 
boat Chickasaw, on her way south, reached 
her and took off the passengers. They were 
taken to Memphis, whertce they continued 
their respective journeys by rail. 

As s00n as word of the accident reached 
Memphis, tug and dredge boats were sent 
to the stranded steamer's assistance. Work 
‘was immediately begun in taking off the 
cargo, in order to lighten the strain. 

G. C. Messionier, President of the Anchor 
Line, was notified of the mishgp Sunday 
evening, and left immediately for the scene. 

At the Anchor Line offices, foot of Chest- 
mut street, no further details of the wreck 
had been received Monday morning.

Two of her teeth were knocked out, both 
her eyes were blackened and her left 
shoulder was dislocated. 

Arnold 
was arrested, but gave bond. Neither he 
nor Oehler got a scratch. 

Arnold’s version of the affair differs from 
that furnished by the Oehlers. He states 
that the trouble had its origin in the fire 
built on the back porch by Oehler. 

“IT was trying to strike Oehler,”’ said 
Arnold, “‘and his wife got in my way. I 
struck her before I knew it. I thought I 
was going to hit Oehler, and Mrs. Oehler 
coming between us unexpectedly I hit, her 
instead.”’ 

Mrs. Oehler’s condition Monday morning 
was pitiable. She could scarcely move, Her 
face was battered and bruised, and she 
stated that her entire body was sore.

COCKROACHES IX 
HOSPITAL SOUP. 
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He Has to Be Boss Surgeon and Look 
After Repairs at the Same 
Time. 


There is a condition existing in the St. 
Louis City Hospital which probably does not 
exist anywhere else in the country, and 
certainly has no parallel in this city. 

The fact that the old City Hospital with 
its well-established regime has been wiped 
out and a new institution started in an old 
and unsuitable building makes the condition 
more evident. 

The Superintendent at the City Hospital 
has full charge of the whole establishment. 
He must not only keep a close supervision 
of the medical and surgical affairs of the 


place, but he must look after all the execu- 
tive and administrative affairs of the place. 

The result is disastrous in many ways, 
and tends greatly to interfere with the 
smooth management of the institution. 

A few days ago a young medical student, 
Dr. Von Phul, who is associated with Dr. 
Brokaw, was sick for a few days. Among 
the dietary luxuries prescribed for him was 
soup. @he soup was ordered and in due 
time brought to Dr. Von Phul. 

There was a cockroach in it. It was 
sent back to be changed and was returned 
with another strange and curious bug 
which could not be classified. 

A second time the soup was sent 
to the kitchen and again it came back. 
This time it contained a caterpillar. 

This is but one illustration of the con- 
ditions existing at the hospital. 

There is always more 
kicking among the internes 
institution. At present some of 


or less 
in the 
them do 


and go over to the Terminal Station for 
their meals. While they wiil not make 
a direct protest against the food they go 
elsewhere when they want to eat. 

In the establishment of the hospital in 
its present quarters there are a thousand 
and one details which have to be looked 
after over and above the regular routine 
of inspecting food, seeing that the wards 
are kept in good order and discipline main- 
tained in the ranks of the nurses and other 


elp. 

All these things take time and require the 
services of a man especially fitted for «x- 
ecutive duties. 

At present Dr. Sutter not only has-:to 
superintend the medical and surgical work 
of the hospital, but he has to see that 
the steam heaters are put in right; that the 
painting on the outside is being properly 
done, and the new electric iights hung 
where they should be. 

Monday morning the painters were put- 
ting up scaffolds on the outside of the build- 
ing preparing to paint it. A gang of men 
were at work stringing wires for lights, 
and every minute or two some one was 
rushing in to the Superintendent for in- 
struction on affairs of an administrative 
and business nature. 

For the first three or four hours in the 
morning he had no time to look after the 
needs of the 500 patients under his care. 
These matters he had to leave to his assist- 
ants and the nurses. 

At the private hospitals in this city no 
such situation is permitted. he chief sur- 
geon and physician has nothing to do with 
the business affairs of the institution. 

At the Mullanphy Hospital the chief sur- 
geon does not have to see that each keg of 
mackerel that comes in is up to weight, and 
at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital Dr. Lutz 
would feel insulted if he was asked to look 
after the laying of a carpet or the white- 
washing of a room, 

When Dr. Sutter was asked about the con- 
dition of affairs at his place, he said: sy 
would prefer not to talk about the matter at 
present, because I am in a rather unpleas- 
ant position to do so. Being here in charge, 
it would not look well for me to criticise 
either the affairs of the hospital or my own 
management of it.”’ 

As to the bugs in the soup, Dr. Sutter sald 
that it might happen anywhere, especial- 
ly in an old building where things were con- 
fused. 

Secretary Mitchell of the Board of Health, 
in discussing the situation, said: ‘The 
main trouble Is, of course, a lack of money. 
As it is now, Supt. Sutter has to overlook a 
gang of painters we have put on as extra 
‘temporary help and stretcher carriers.’ The 


or two ago we were directed by the 
President of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to stop work, as the fund was ex- 
hausted. Now we have to do the work out 
of our own funds in any way wecan. All 
this work must be looked after by the chief 
surgeon. 
“There is no remedy that I can see except 
a general revision of the charter, which is 
out of date and not adapted to the present 
needa of this city. We have the same trou- 
ble at the Poorhouse and the Insane Asy- 
lum. In these places there is’a clash of 
authority between the two superintendents. 

“As far as the City Hospital is concerned 
there is not the slightest doubt that a 
change ought to be made. The chief su-- 
geon and physician should be one man and 
the superintendent should be another. The 
two departments should be distinct and 
separate in every feature. 

“It is no refiection on Dr. Sutter to say 
that things are not going just es they 
should out there. He cannot be expected to 
inspect a consignment of beef at one mo- 
ment end then turn right about and su- 
perintend a laparotomy in the operating- 
room. The two positions cannot be recon- 
clled, and that is why I think the charter

IN TWO YEARS. 


MRS. HETTY BLANCH STAGE THE 
MOTHER OF 27 CHILDREN. 


THE BABIES ARE ALL DEAD. 


She Travels About in a Wagon and 
Tells Fortunes—The Father Is 
Very Reticent About It. 


For the past two weeks there has stood 
just at the edge of Hoffman's Grove, six 
miles out on the New Manchester road, a 
smill covered wagon, with red and yellow 
trimmings, bearing the inscription: “Mme. 
Blanch, Mind Reader.” 

Through the heat of the day two jaded- 
looking horses, tethered in the dense shade 
of the trees, furnished all the signs of life 
noted by passengers on the Old Orchard 


division of the Suburban Electric Line. 

At evening an undersized, plainly-clad 
man would come from the wagon and light 
three gasoline lamps about the little camp. 

One by one, at first, and then in little 
groups, people would begin to straggle into 
the inclosure, until at 8 o'clock a crowd of 
several hundred would be in waiting to see 
Mme, Blanch. Throughout the two weeks 
there waa never a night when there was 
not a large and interested crowd about the 
fortune teller. 

Mme. Blanch is, as far as appearances £0, 
a very ordin: ry sort of a woman, and her 
occult powers are not more wonderful than 
those of many of the same craft who can 
be found by the score in St. Louis, 

Yet women from every quarter of the 
city went to see her and talk with her, for 
her like in one respect has not materiali 
in the Untied States during the century. 
She has performed the wonderful feat of 
bringing 10 boy babies into the world within 
a period of 19 months. . 

In a period of six years she has borne 
fourteen children, and during her married 
life has been the mother of twenty-seven. 

It was her record in this respect that at- 
tracted crowds during her stay at Hoffman's 
Grove. Fond mothers went miles to see the 
wonderful woman, to talk with her, and 
sympathize with her; perhaps to envy her. 
Night after night she told fortunes and 
Blanch Stage. She had been seventeen 
with a touch of pathos in her voice the story 
of her “‘ten boys.”’ 

While she was telling her story the father 
of the two sets of quintuplets would busy 
himself about the wagon, trying to keep out 
of sight and refusing to answer what he 
called “impudent questions,”’ 

Mme. Blanch’s real name is Mrs. Hetty 
satisfied the curiosity seekers by recounting 
times a mother before she started in to 
break all existing records. Up to that time 
her offspring came singly and in the 
old fashioned way. In May, 1894, she and 
her husband, who were then as now travel- 
ing about the country, stopped at Helena, 
Ark. She had been there a week when she 
presented the astounded Mr. Stage with five 
bouncing baby boys. Mrs. Stage was a nine 
days’ wonder and people came from miles 
around to see the quintuplets. The little 
fellows lived nearly three weeks and then 
one after another left the world as quickly 
as they came into it. The physicians of the 
town were interested in the case and one 
of them took charge of the bodies of the in- 
fants and still has them among his most 
fp - specimens. 

The Stages poceeeded on their way. But 
the end was not yet. Ten months later they 
halted near Biloxi, Miss., where Mrs. Stage 
duplicated her feat of the year before. 
Again five living baby boys were ushered 
into the world. They lived only two days 
and were buried together. 

Previous to this Mrs. Stage had had four 
children, all boys, by her second husband. 
Thus Mr. Stage, in a period of six years, 
was the father of fourteen boys. 

Mrs. Stage’s maiden name was Hetty 
Blanch Coy. She was born and raised in 
Mattoon, Ill, where her relatives live. 
She is 47 years old. At 
of 14 she married Samuel 8.

Stage’s brother, Stephen Coy, is Constable 
of Mattoon. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called at 
the little camp Monday morning, Mrs, Stage 
was moving about attending to what 
would have been her household duties 
if she had a household. She is a tall 
and healthy - looking woman and 
does not look more than 36, though she is 
twelve years older. She was clad in a pictur- 
esque but not gaudy red dress and a shawl 
thrown over her shoulders protected her 
from the cool, morning breeze. 

She has black hair and dark eyes and a 
very pleasant though somewhat melancholy 
face. She advanced as the reporter ap-

All I can tell is that I 
fought in the war and that I’m goin’ to 
pull up stakes here at noon and go West.” 

Mrs. Stage could not tell where their 
next stop would be made. They will go 
West from here, stopping at various small 
towns in St. Louis and Franklin counties.
